It has been no 
ticed th'at the experts for the defense 
have not examined Thaw since De 
cember.

proved and might now be well. That 
they could not testify he was well be 
cause they had not seen him.

The prisoner 
seemed to feel the matter quite kee» 
ly when he was brought into court to 
hear the forT"?<1 a"no«yic«4m<:T^ of tT1D 


order for a postponement of his fur- 
ther hearing. The fact that the Thaw 
jurors have been kept in close con- 
finement since they were selected for 
trial service and that Mr. Bolton had 
been allowed to visit his home, only 
three times during his wife's 
fatal 


illness lent a pathetic aspect to the 
case, and the greatest sympathy was 
felt on all sides. Mrs. Bolton suffered 
from double pneumonia. 


Harry Thaw was much affected by 


the 
announcement of Mrs. Bolton's 


death. He said: "I am very sorry for 
Mr. Bolton and sympathize with him 
deeply. Naturally, I feel the 
delay 


which the death necessitates in my 
trial. 
However, we shall have 
to 


make the best of it." Taken back to 
his cell in the Tombs, he gave way to 
such despair that his young wife was 
hurriedly sent for to quiet him. 
*As 


a result of her efforts, Thaw was final- 
ly brought around to a realization that 
the delay was unavoidable. 


Following the formal announcement 


of Mrs. Bolton's death, Justice Fitzger- 
ald immediately ordered an adjourn- 
ment of the case until next Monday 
morning. 
The 
court 
also ordered, 


with the consent of the counsel, that 
the other 11 jurymen be given their 
liberty and no longer be held 
to- 


gether. He admonished the jurors to 
be guided by their honesty and their 
oaths, and not to read the newspapers, 
or discuss the Thaw case with any- 
body. 


In announcing the adjournment un- 


til 
Monday Justice Fitzgerald ex- 


pressed the hope that the trial might 
then proceed. 
It Is realized, how- 


ever, that this will depend largely on 
the condition in which Juror Bolton 
may be at that time. If he feels that 
he can put aside all personal consid- 
eration and continue to act as a juror, 
the trial will be resumed. If he feels 
that his condition of mind is uch, 
or that his personal affairs are such 
as to prevent his giving his whole a& 
tention to the case during the re- 
maining daya of the trial, some other 
solution 
ot the difficulty must be 


looked for. 


The statement in court that counsel 


for the defense and prosecution had 
considered the .proposition • of -taking 
the deposition of Drs.

Hartridge of counsel for Thaw said 
that the defense hah aecided that it 
would be of greater advantage to have 
the physicians testify in court. Mr. 
Hartridge said that what they have to 
say would be of materially greater ad- 
vantage if told to the jury by word or 
mouth than if depositions were read. 


Dr. Britton D. Evans, superintend- 


ent of the >7ew Jersey State Hospital 
for the insane, was 
recalled as an 


alienist to continue his direct exam- 
ination. The witness was asked to 
detail the conversations he had on 
various occasions with Thaw in the 
tombs. He had 
already 
declared 


these conversations to be an essential 
'eature in his conclusion that Thaw 
fras ol unsound mind at the time of 
'.he doctor's visits to him, the last be- 
ing September 22. Mr. Jerome had 
withdrawn his objection to the state- 
ments made by Thaw into the evi- 
dence, and Dr. Evans was about to 
detail the events of his first visit on 
Aug. 4, when the summons for Juror 
Bolton 
came. 
Juror Bolton is 57 


years old and a clerk.

St. Petersburg', Feb. 15.—Amazing 


revelations of inefficiency, disorgan- 
ization and insubordination are made 
n General Kuropatkin's history of the 
Russo-Japanese war, which has 
at 


ast become 
accessible. 
The work 


had been confiscated by the Russian 
government because of its scathing In- 
dictment of high army officials. 
The 


history consists of three bulky vol- 
umes respectively 
devoted to the 


three crucial events of the war, the* 
battle of the Sha river, the battle of 
Liao Yang and the battle of Mukden. 


The voluminous general orders, sta- 


tistics, reports and other documentary 
matter have been collated by Colonel 
Belkhoventoneff of the general staff. 


GESEEAL KUHOPATKOr. 


These with the "conclusions" which 
have 
been 
formulated 
constitute 


most startling revelations of disorgan- 
ization and incapacity, and even of 
disobedience of specific and urgent 
orders on the part of certain general 
officers entrusted with high commands 
in the field, notably General Kaulbars, 
against whom a formidable indictment 
is framed, saddling upon his shoulders 
practically the entire 
responsibility 


for the crushing defeat at Mukden. 


Kuropatkin's reasons of the failure 


of the war are based chiefly on a com- 
parison of the warlike spirit of th» 
Japanese, 
their preparedness 
and

THE SACRED LOTUS. 


Sentiment ot the Orient About tn« 


Prait of Destiny, 


Concerning the rich fruit of the lotus, 


which grew luxuriantly in the Nile, 
many charming legends have been told. 
It was believed that it was so delight- 
ful that those who ate of it would nev- 
er leave the spot where it grew, but 
for it would abandon home and friends 
to spend their lives in a dream of se- 
rene delight. Homer, in the Odyssey, 
mentions the lotus eaters who lived 
on the northern coast of Africa and 
records their attempts to detain the 
followers of Ulysses by giving them 
the fruits of the lotus to eat, so that 
they should never wish to leave the 
spot where it grew. 


The same poetical idea is known to 


the Arabs, who call it the "fruit of 
destiny," which Is to be eaten in Para- 
dise, and it is on this foundation that 
Tennyson built his charming poem of 
the "Lotus Eaters." 
This mythical 


lotus has been identified by several 
botanists with that indigenous to Tu- 
nis, which is a thomy shrub, with ber- 
ries the size of an olive. 


Mungo Park found a species of lotus 


In Central Africa bearing beTies of n 
delicious taste, which on being dried 
and pounded made wholesome and 
pleasant bread. The lotus fruit found 
in Tunis has n stimulating, almost in- 
toxicating, effect, nnd it is therefote 
probable that this plant furnished the 
foundation of the ancient legends.

fore the black oap was adjusted the 
condemned man thanked the prison 
officials for the consideration he had 
received at their hands. 
The first 


shock was administered at 12:03— 
1,700 
volts. The current was 
again 


turned on at a smaller voltage and 
at 12:16 Caster was declared dead. 
The resistance of the condemned man 
was unusually small, being only 4^ 
amperes as compared with 8 amperes 
for Butler Styles, who was recently 
electrocuted. 
Caster's 
body was 


turned over to his mother and sisters, 
who came hgre to pay him a farewell 
visit and according to present 
plans 


the body will be buried here. 


Caster was convicted of the murder 


of Patrolman 
Dan E. Davis while 


fleeing from a Columbus 
residence 


which he had robbed in June, 1905. 


Governor Harris received many ap- 


peals for a respite for the condemned 
man and shortly berore he gave his 
final decision not to interfere, this 
telegram 
came from 
Amas Caster, 


father of the young man, who lives 
at Flint, Mich: 
"Please respite my 


poor boy and give him a chance to 
hae the United States supreme court 
review his case. Two supreme judges 
of Ohio dissented at first hearing. Do 
not send him to death without a fair 
chance. 
Have mortgaged my home 


and am making an. earnest effort to 
raise funds with every prospect of 
success." The gpvernor could not get 
any assurance from Caster's attor- 
neys that they would appeal the case 
If a respite were granted.
